cution, which shall issue upon any judgment that shall be 
rendered in any action of debt, covenant, contract or prom- 
ise, had or made, or for costs, from and after the. said first 
day of March A. D. 1827, shall issue against the goods, chat- 
tels and estate of the debtor therein rated, but not against, 
his or her body, except as is herein after provided. 

Sec. 6. Tt is hereby further enacted, That if a credit-
